1 . 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not clear, concise 
and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification 
are: page 1 line 13 "via falling onto rigid floor or ground" and page 1 line 16, "conventional 
consumers as library sources". 

2. The drawings are objected to because figures showing prior art have notr been labeled as 
such, 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

5. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Additionally, it is not clear whether the applicant 
intends to claim the subcombination of a storing case for storing a tape cassette therein or the 
combination of a tape cassette and a storing case for storing the tape cassette therein. This in turn 
is because while the claims recite that they are drawn to the subcombination (note claim 1 line 1, 
for example only) they contain limitations that are dependent on the tape cassette itself (note 
claim 1 lines 11-16 for example only). In this office action all references to the tape cassette are 
not considered to further structurally limit claims to the storing case, in order to give the claims 
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their broadest reasonable interpretation to the extent the claims can be understood. However, 
clarification of the scope of the claims is required. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Morita (5605227), Morita et al (6009999), and Konno 
(5499714), all cited by the applicant, as well as Koizumi (5690224), Hashizume et al (5232093) 
and Morita (5154287), cited by the examiner. As already indicated the claims contain examples 
of indefiniteness that are too numerous to point out in every instance. However, the claims 
appear to recite structural elements that are all shown by each of the applied references. 

9. Claim 23 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
